ATURDAY LUNCH WAS SIMMERING ON THE GAS- 
STOVE IN MRS. BAIGENT’S NEAT LITTLE FLAT IN 
FRESHFIELD-RD. 

Through the curtains grey wreaths of fog spiralled slowly 
into the room. 

It was to have been a fine week-end, so the papers had said, 
but this fog, coming up off the sea, had blanketed the Brighton 
streets. 

Outside in the mist a few children were playing tag and 
hide-and-seek. The sound of their voices came faintly through 
the half-open window. 

Little Gwendoline Baigent might have been out with them 
joining in the fun if the sun had still been shining, but her 
mother had kept her in. 

It was safer playing with a box of bricks and her dolls 

by the fireside than out in the darkened streets where a 

car or a lorry might come suddenly out of the fog. 


So, on a rug by the fire, four-years-old Gwen and her baby 
sister Audrey played. Then—far off and muffled came the 
low hum of a plane, but.neither Mrs. Baigent, turning the pota- 
toes in the pan, nor the kiddies took notice of it. 

That was commonplace, something that happened a dozen 
or more times a day. 


Pilot’s Desperate Effort 


How were they to know, to guess, that up there in the grey 
and blinding fog a young pilot, white-faced as he heard ominous 
splutterings from his engine, was wrestling desperately with 
his controls. 

In narrowing circles he flew over the hidden roof-tops 

anxiously seeking a landing ground until, through a sudden rift 
in the mists, he caught a glimpse of green. 


Swooping down towards it he tugged the joystick madly 
back to pull the nose of his single-seater fighter up again 
as he saw the hillside covered by a party of boys, wolf cubs 
in charge of Mr. L. A. Trulock, who were playing games. 

To have landed among them in that confined space 
would have been certain death for many. 


Up over the hidden roofs he limped again, and in that quiet 
and peaceful little flat in Freshfield-rd., where the kiddies were 
playing by the fire, the angry roar of the plane grew suddenly 
louder. 

Louder ...and louder still... shattering the quiet, 
making them look up from their toys as death came shrieking 
out of the sky ... 


Petrol Tank Explodes 


Glass shattered and splintered as the plane struck a neigh- 
bouring greenhouse to spin crazily on as though flung from 
some giant catapult straight into the flats where Gwen and 
Audrey and Mrs. Baigent were. 

As it crashed into the outer walls the petrol tank exploded 
showering blazing gasoline high and wide in a fiery fountain of 
destruction. 


A sudden deathly quiet and then the terrifying crackle of 
flames, flames that leapt like wild things enveloping the whole 
building in a ghastly shroud of fire. 


Through the fog from the tidy little room a single scream, 
and then silence... 

Outside in the street the children’s game had stopped. 
There came the sound of running feet, the urgent clangour of 
a fire bell, a crash as the roof collapsed in a shower of sparks. 

But to all this the ears of Mrs. Baigent and her babies 
were deaf. Half buried under debris they lay dead. 

Outside, their horrified neighbours fought heroically to. 
get into the blazing building, but time after time the terrific 
heat drove them back with signed hair and scorched skins. 

Albert Eason, a labourer, of Somerset-st., one of the first 
to reach the scene, smashed a window to get in when he heard 
that scream from the Baigents’ flat, but flames and tumbling 
debris drove him back. 

Albert Dunkley, of Blater-st., standing on the corner of 
the road when the plane came tearing out of the fog, rushed 
to help. He got into the house but found himself faced by 
a wall of fire that drove him into the street again.

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T was only the other week that I 
heard how Dick Sheppard once 
won, in Buenos Aires, a cake- 
walk championship! 
I thought I knew all about Dick 
—he even admitted to me once 
that he was ashamedly proud he 
was descended from Napoleon— 
but this was new to me. 

It was a bishop, too, who spilled the 
beans on Dick’s awful past. He told me 
how Dick, when a young man, went to 
South America, and there entered for a 
cake-walk competition which lasted 
three days. 

On the first day, like all the rest, he 
danced his own way, as he liked. On 
the second, he had to imitate the 
dances done first by others and, on the 
third, the judges set a routine. 

Well, after three days, Dick was de- 
clared the champion! 

Then the bishop told me how George 
Edwardes once offered Dick £30 a week 
to dance in a show at the Gaiety, but 
how Dick, instead, chose the Church, 
although every now and then, when 
living in an East End settlement, he 
would go on the platform and “strut 
his stuff.” 

Well, Dick, instead of dancing him- 
self, led the Church a dance. He was 
the most popular, and the most un- 
popular, man I ever met. Authority 
hated him. The people loved him. 

He was just a great big boy, a delight 
to know, so unassuming that, after I 
had been to hear him. preach at St. 
Martin’s, he said to me, “You know, 
Hannen, I would much rather have 
come to hear you.” 

That was typical of Dick Sheppard. 
He had an almost immodest modesty. 

Mind you, Dick wasn’t clever. I don’t 
think he had much brain. But he had 
one of the biggest hearts in England. 

He loved Jesus because he loved 
people, and he loved people because he 
loved Jesus. 

Orthodoxy loathed him. Indeed,‘a few 
days after he died, a high Anglican 
dignitary said to me, “ Why don’t the 
papers tell the truth about Dick 
Sheppard? ” 

“The truth was,” I said, “that he was 
bigger than your Church.” 


TRIUMPHANT 
PEACE CRUSADE 


London does not:know, but his Peace 
Crusade, undertaken with George Lans- 
bury in the later months of Dick’s life, 
was one of the most triumphant cam- 
paigns ever carried on by a modern 
preacher. 

“It reminds us of the days of John 
Bright,” people said in Manchester. 

“Not even Joseph Chamberlain could 
have done this,” they said in Birming- 
ham. i 

The simple people listened to him 
gladly. 

“I may be wrong,” he used to say, 
“but I want to be heroically wrong, 
gloriously wrong. If you fear doing 
wrong, how can you be right?’ 

Always I shall remember one meet- 
ing with Dick. He had come back to 
his beloved St. Martin's, to preach 
twice one Sunday. 

When I went into the rectory, two 
doors from my home, to have tea with 
him and Pat McCormick, he poured 
out the sorrow he felt because the 
world was drifting back to arms again. 

“The biggest coward in the world is 
myself,” he said. “We are all ready 
to applaud. All of us fear going on the 
Cross.” 

It was Christmas time. 

“Give me a Christmas message to 
the people,” I said to him. 

“What can you say?” he answered, 
“ What is there to say? What can any- 
one say?” 

“What would you say to a person 
who was in trouble?” I pressed. - 

“I would merely take him by the 


hand,” replied Dick, “and ask him to 


have a fag if he smoked, or a cup of 
tea if he didn’t. To begin talking about 
the love of God to a man who hasn't 
a bob seems like blasphemy.” 

Next morning, when I had printed 
this—and a lot. more—Dick, in spite of 
his asthma, crawled up my three 
flights of stairs, only to find me in bed. 

“Tell Hannen I must see him,” he 
said, leaving word. 

Waking, I called him up, afraid per- 
haps lest I had reported him too faith- 
fully, that he was in trouble again. 

“Come in next door,” he said. 

“But I’m not dressed,” I replied. 

“Come in your dressing-gown,” he 
insisted. “We don’t mind at St. 
Martin's.” 


So, frightening the traffic, I rushed in. 


“Did I print too much this morn- 
ing? ” I asked 

“No,” he answered. “It was fine. I 
want to ask you a question. You're an 
honest man. Tell me. How can I 
preach God to people with empty 
bellies ? Answer me that question. I 
want to know.” 

“You’re asking the most important 
question in the world, Dick,” I told 
him. “ Asking yourself that has started 
you on a long journey. Where it will 
lead you, I do not know. But you have 
started.”

Then I began attacking the Ortho- 
doxy and the formulas. 

“You parsons waste too much of 
your time about that sort of thing,” I 
said.

Indeed, he was always shocking the 
Church with what he said about the 
services and the hymns and the 
Psalms. 


HORRIFIED 
OLDER PARSONS 


When they installed him as- Dean of 
Canterbury, no doubt hoping to make 
him more respectable by doing that, he 
horrified the older parsons by running 
to the door and shaking hands with 
the congregation as it went in. 

“Thank you so much for coming,” 
he said 

I am not surprised at. Dick’s ever- 
growing impatience over forms. 

When once I went to hear him preach 
in St. Paul’s, where they had made him 
a Canon in the hope that he and Dean 
Matthews, brought from Exeter, would 
get back congregations which were 
falling almost to nothing, the Psalms 
included the words, “ I-am become like 
a bottle in the smoke,” and “ the proud 
have deep pits for me.” 

As for the lessons. the first one, taken 
from Isaiah, said, “ The sons of the 
stranger shall not drink thy wine,” and 
told the people to “cast up the high- 
way’ gather up the stones.” 

Dick nad drawn 500 people that after- 
noon, a large congregation for St. 
Paul’s. 

His life-work, his striving for peace, 
wore him out. He died at his desk, 
writing a letter. 

Even after his funeral, the trouble 
went on Dick, you see, left £40,000. 

“How do you defend your friend 
Dick?” one Rationalist -asked me. 
“How can a Christian of his type 


justify money like that? Didn’t he 
read about the camel and the needle’s 
eye?” 

The truth is that Dick had no idea 
how much money he had got. He was 
utterly unpractical. 

But whatever he had done, Dick 
would have got in wrong. 


FATHER OF 
RUSSIAN BALLET 


Serge Diaghileff, to look at, was a 
Mongol, and in a modern way, he was 
as ruthless as any of the Mongolian 
conquerors who fought their way 
through country after country. 

The Russian Ballet, as we know it, 
was his own creation, a 20th century 
development of an old tradition, one 
which, in Petersburg and Moscow, had 
been endowed by the Tsars, and was 
as much a part of cultural Russia as 
Shakespeare is in England. 

When, backed by the late Sir Joseph 
Beecham, the millionaire pill-maker, it 
first came to London, just before the 
War, its incomparable beauties stag- 
gered all the art-lovers of the capital. 

You saw, even in the gallery at Covent 
Garden, famous folk who had been 


crowded out of the stalls. Something 
new had come to London. 
And, right till the time that 


Diaghileff: died, nearly ten years ago, 
it was still, whenever the Russian 
Ballet came back, more a craze than 
any other stage form that our days 
have seen. 

For Diaghileff, originally an art| 
critic, who became the Tsar:‘of Ballet, 
had the personality, and the will, to 
bring together the greatest composers 
of his time, the greatest artists and 
the greatest scenic painters, and as- 
semble the best that they could do as 
parts of ballets performed by the 
greatest dancers in the world. 

He lost thousands and thousands on 
the Ballet, for even if the theatre were | 
full, it never made a profit.

KING OF EGYPT 


Once, King Fuad of Egypt, when 
going tẹ see the Russian Ballet at the 
Princes Lheatre, said something of the 
same tiung. 

“ Would your Majesty like some re- 
freshment?” asked Eric Wollheim, the 
manager, to the King, during an 
interval. 

“The Ballet is meat and drink to!

So, nearly every 
day, for months at a time, I would face 
those high Mongolian cheeks, with a 
plainness that was almost ugly, that 
large head with its grey streak of hair 
at the top.... 

This was the man who could bend 
even Picasso to his will, who could 
make Bakst design what he wished, 
who could call on a Stravinsky who! 
would have done it for no one else, who | 
would engage Lord Berners to write! 
music for him. | 

All became slaves of an imperious | 
command, that the Russian Ballet!

The Navy Tells its Secrets of War 
Beneath the Seas 


N April, 1915, Germany com- 
missioned U-44, the most modern 
and largest of her submarines. She 
was a powerful vessel, displacing 


720 tons, with a 13} knots speed . 


+ on the surface, though of 940 tons 
and 9 knots when submerged. Fitted 
with a gun on deck and torpedo-tubes 
below, she was a formidable threat to 
almost any merchantman and superior 
to most patrol ships—always excepting 
destroyers, whose extreme mobility and 
razor-like forefoot were a serious 
menace. 

U-44 was one of the North Sea 
Flotilla that freely used Heligoland. 
Her captain was Lieut.-Commander 
Paul Wagenfiihr, a daring but ruthless 
officer. 

Under him were three other officers 
and 35 men. Submarines, at the best 
of times, are tricky, temperamental 
craft, and it needs some little while for 
a new crew to shake down. 

From the early weeks of 1916 Wagen- 
fiihr and U-44 were just the two halves 
of one efficient whole. It was decided 
to try her as a minelayer, and to ascer- 
tain whether these dangerous black 
“eggs” could be dropped from torpedo- 
tubes, The experiment succeeded so 
well that Wagenfiihr laid minefields 
against our shipping in the Thames 
Estuary, off Blyth, and also off the Tees 
mouth. 

U-44 next set out for Irish waters and 
began operating in the North Channel, 
that busy neck of sea which lies between 
Ulster and south-west Scotland. Then 
she moved to the south of Ireland. 


ON THE TRACK 


SACSACSPSHTA SERED Sa aeRO HARA S ERASE TAs EES 


On March 25 (1916) U-44 hovered 
about within three miles of the Fast- 
net, where also arrived H.M.S. Zinnia 
in search, but did not find Her. 

Along steamed an American vessel, 
which reported that she had sighted 
the submarine that morning some dis- 
tance to the, south and heading east- 
ward. 

Sure enough at 2.30 p.m. the enemy 
Was again seen by another ship, right 
athwart the track of steamers bound 
between Liverpool and New York via 
southwest Ireland. Wagenfiihr knew 
his job all right, and where he was 
likely to find spoil. Yet he must have 
been a little impatient that day, and 
possibly thought it would be safer if 
he stood further from inshore patrols. 
By 5 p.m. he had reached a spot 45 
miles S.S.E. of the Fastnet. 

I was on patrol near the Fastnet 
Lighthouse and well remember that 
clear, rather boisterous afternoon, with 
a strong W.N.W. wind and choppy sea. 
U-44, by submerging when she liked, 
and altering course, eluded all searchers 
and then saw a perfect gift. 

There had departed from British 
Guiana on February 6 the Russian 
barquentine Ottomar, bound for Liver- 
pool Nervous of submarines and mine- 
fields, her skipper decided to give 
Ireland’s south coast a wide berth 
before turning up into St. George’s 
Channel 

The Ottomar was steering to the 
north-east under all sail and fairly 
revelling in the breeze. Out of nowhere 
appeared U-44 on the surface, doing a 
good 13 knots. 

A race for life began. Spray swished 
to leeward. Ottomar’s crew sought to 
get an extra half knot. Sheets were 
trimmed, the wheel steadied, but this 
grand old survivor of the sailing ship 
age gradually was being outpaced by 
oil and Diesel engines, 


BOAT CAPSIZED 


U-44 waited until half a mile away 
to windward, on Ottomar’s port quarter, 
and then German shells began to fly. 
It was a thoroughly uneven contest, 
for nothing is more helpless than an un- 
armed sailing vessel in war time. 

Neither hull nor crew suffered injury, 
though aloft peak halyards, outer jib 
and the main-sheet below were 
damaged. So her master luffed up into 
the wind. 

The German ceased fire, ordered 
Ottomar to be abandoned, and the crew 
launched their boat on to the rough 
waves, Having rowed across, the 
master answered all Wagenfiihr’s 
questions:— Name of ship ? — Where 
from ? — Whither bound ? — What 
cargo?—but when the German learned 
that the latter consisted of timber and 
called to mina that this was not contra- 
band, he allowed tke men to go back 
and their ship was released. 

By this time however, the boat was 
well to leeward, and in vain they toiled 
at the oars. The submarine then took 
them in tow, but at such a rate that the 
boat shipped water and capsized. Swim- 
ming in the chilly sea, its occupants 
swam to U-44 and were hauled out—all 
except the boatswain, who managed to 
a the boat, but him they picked up 
ater. 

Having sent his guests down the 
conning-tower below dripping and dis- 
tressed, Wagenfiihr resumed fire and 
shelled Ottomar until she sank. 

Unwillingly and helpless the sailor- 


men were taken for a ride in the belly 
of this steel whale. 

One day at 5.10 p.m. U-44 was back 
in that area where Lusitania had.been 
sunk, Wagenfiihr, motoring on the 
surface and conserving his electric 
“juice” for submersion, hurriedly 
dived again, explaining to Ottomar’s 
master that a British patrol vessel had 
fired: and this I am able to confirm. 
The ship was H.M.S. Zinnia, whose 
captain showed me the following ex- 
tract from his log: 


“5.15 p.m.—Course W. 12 knots. 
Sighted hostile sub. on surface... 
painted a greenish grey.... She ap- 
peared ‘very much like a tramp 
steamer bows on at a long distance. 
.--- Two shots were fired at her with 
range of 4,000 and 6,000 yards, but 
both fell short. Sub., after remain- 
ing up for about 4 min., dived and 
disappeared altogether.” 


Two hours later, while Zinnia was 
still searching the vicinity, U-44 came 
across the Irish fishing smack Pet, put 
the Russian crew aboard: her, and so 
they were landed at Baltimore after 
three exciting days. 

It was characteristic of the German 
submarine service that commanding 
Officers, having made themselves 
familiar with certain areas, were em- 
ployed therein to the best of their 
particular knowledge. Thus Wagen- 
fiihr became a specialist for the North 
Sea and the waters round the Irish 
coast. 

A few weeks after Wagenfiihr got 
home, Admiral Scheer, the German 
commander-in-chief, was planning to 
bring out the High Sea Fleet, steam 
across the North Sea, bombard Sunder- 
land, and thus entice the Grand Fleet 
southwards; the object being to trap 
Jellicoe’s and Beatty’s squadrons in a 
carefully laid set of ambushes, com- 
prising so many lines of submarines and 
a number of minefields. The former’s 
auty was both to wireless intelligence 
of British fleet movements and torpedo 
all targets. 


CHANGE OF PLAN 
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This scheme was ripening by mid- 
May, and on May 16 fifteen submarines 
set out for their separate areas. U-44 
with U-43 was sent to watch off Scapa, 
but weather delayed the climax. Sub- 
marines could not hold out much 
longer, so Scheer decided, instead of 
bombarding Sunderland, to cruise 
northward against Scandinavian 
traffic on May 31; and it was thus that 
the Battle of Jutland came about. 

It is commonly, but erroneously 
stated that after Jutland the High Sea 
Fleet never came out again. 

On the contrary, they were making 
up the North Sea by the following 
August 19 to bombard Sunderland, 
with traps again laid by submarines. 
How this Fleet enterprise was broken 
off because a German airship wire- 
lessed stupid information to Scheer 
need not detain us: but U-44, with his 
knowledge of the Blyth area, was one 
of five boats appointed to lie northeast- 
ward from that port. 

But if both these occasions turned 
out unfruitful for Wagenfiihr, his 
chance came when he returned to Ire- 
land next year, and thus began the 
climax of his whole career. It was the 
evening of July 31, 1917, and U-44 was 
lying in wait well away from the north 
coast, where shipping passed before 
entering the North Channel bound for 
Liverpool, or turned up the Firth of 
Clyde for Glasgow. 

Framed in the lens of Wagenfiihr’s 
periscope appeared the British 
s.s. Belgian Prince (4,765 tons). A tor- 
pedo was fired, and one more good ship 
sent to the bottom. 

The German captain behaved 
abominably. The master he took 
prisoner down below, but others of the 
crew he ordered on the submarine’s 
deck, and did not hesitate to submerge. 
Result ? Out of forty-three mariners 
only three survived They had the luck 
to be picked up by a destroyer. But 
mark the strange sequence of events. 

In the spring of that year the Ad- 
miralty had taken over the collier 
Bracondale and decided to employ her 
as @ Q-ship or “Mystery” steamer. 

Commanded by Lieut. D. G. Jeffrey, 
R.N.R., she was based on Buncrana 
(Lough Swilly), North Ireland, and set 
out from there two days after the 
Belgian Prince incident. 

Making for that area and hoping to 
find an enemy submarine, she had got 
to about 120 miles north-west of Tory 
Island on August 5 by 4.10 a.m., when a 
torpedo smashed into her hull below 
the. bridge and. did. devastating damage,,

disabling her 4-inch gun and both 
torpedo tubes; shattering captain’s 
cabin, chart room, and the boats on 
starboard side; wrecking all voice-pipe 
connections to tubes and guns, flooding 
engine-room, putting machinery out of 
commission, killing: one of the crew. 
Altogether a pretty horrible mess to 
begin the day. And this was the work 
of U-44. 
Wagenfiihr’s position that morning 
was only 55 miles away from where he 
had sunk Belgian Prince, and there is 
reason to believe that U-44 accounted 
also for the following British ships: 
Ramillies, Harold, African Prince, 
Orubian, Quernmore and Argalia; 
making, in all, eight destroyed during 
16 days within much the same region. 
With the exception of Harold, which 
was a Sailing ship, each of these had 
been armed with at least one gun, 
which proves how defenceless were 


mercantile vessels against submarines.. 


ALARM AND FURY 


Chagford was in a most awkward 
plight. That one torpedo, having re- 
vealed her own torpedo tubes and the 
big 4inch gun, showed up her true 
character as a man-of-war; and 
nothing aroused among Germans more 
alarm, as well as wild fury, than the 
discovery of what they called “ trap- 
ships.” 

What could Lieut. Jeffrey do? At 
first he feigned the usual abandon-ship 
tactics, and just when his remaining 
two boats were shoving off, there 
peeped up out of the water a pair of 
periscopes, followed by the surfacing of 
U-44 herself, 800 yards off the starboard 
side. 

Those of Chagford’s party still aboard 
then greeted their foe with a hot fire 
from two 12-pounders, Lewis and 
machine-guns, several direct hits being 
observed. Like a maddened creature 
of the ocean, U-44 hurriedly dived and 
at 4.30 a.m. loosed off a second torpedo 
which hit the steamer on the starboard 
side abaft the bridge. Jeffrey, faced 
with the certainty of his ship founder- 
ing, now made a gallant and unselfish 
decision. 

Recalling the two boats, he sent all 
hands away in these and the rest were 
placed aboard a raft of barrels. Then 
he, four other officers and a petty- 
officer hid under cover of foc’sle and 
poop to keep a smart look-out through 
the scuttles. 

It looked like death when at 5.30 
a.m. a third torpedo shook the unfor- 
tunate Chagford as she rolled about in 
the swell, getting lower—always lower— 
and only her packed timber preventing 
her from disappearing. 

Just a little band of seafarers waiting 
in suspense, hoping against hope, every 
hour an agony; while U-44 until 9 p.m. 
kept appearing on the surface at long 
range, or, with only periscope showing, 
passed round the hull scrutinising 
eagerly as a shark swims about in 
hopeful expectancy. 


FINAL PLUNGE 


Darkness fell. Jeffery, believing the 
Germans would attempt boarding, 
now placed both Lewis and Maxim 
guns ready, served out rifles with 
bayonets. Suspense continued, mid- 
night came, and an examination 
showed that Chagford could not hold 
out much longer. 

Her main deck amidships was split 
from side to side, bridge deck buckled, 
the entire hull straining badly. But 
some days previously at sea they had 
picked up a small motorboat (belong- 
ing to some unfortunate victim), so, 
having disabled Chagford’s guns, the 
six took refuge in this craft, which had 
to be rowed by two oars because there 
were no fuel-tanks. The long night 
seemed unending, and after dawn U-44 
was sighted several times on the 
horizon. 

At 7.30 a.m. the patrol trawler Saxon 
happily steamed along, hunted in vain 
for the vanished enemy, took the still 
floating Chagford in tow until 8 a.m. 
of the following morning, when the 
stricken Q-ship took a final plunge and 
sank. Next day her survivors were 
landed by Saxon at Oban. 

And now for the sequel. Chagford 
had so damaged U-44 that the latter 
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(The Famous Naval Historian) 
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at-datime Pro- 
ceeding mostly on 
the surface 
Wagenfiihr was 
taking her home 
round the North of 
Scotland, and set- 
ting a sail. so that 
from some dis- 
tance she resembled a trawler. In this 
manner he got even into the North Sea 
by the early hours of August 12, and 
then coincidence united with justice to 
avenge wicked deeds. 

It chanced that the British.3rd Light 
Squadron of Cruisers was sweeping 
north, and with them 
was H.M.S. Oracle, a 
splendid new destroyer. 
Wagenfiihr had been 
calling up Germany for 
help the previous even- 
į! ing, and this wireless 

had been heard by the 
Dawn re- 
strange 
trawler-like sail on the 
\ horizon, then still more 
curiously it disap- 
peared; but the shape | 
of a submarine remained, which kept 
diving for six minutes and next sped 
over the surface at 13 knots. 

Oracle steered to cut her off, shelled | 
her at 1,000 yards, and travelling at 27 
knots, rammed U-44 abaft the conning- 
tower; then made doubly sure by drop- 
ping a depth-charge which exploded in 
the precise position.

tion can fail to be stirred by that 

doubly royal romance of ancient 

times ? Personally, I find it 
more. thrilling, richer in colour and 
glamour, than any modern invention of 
screen or stage. 

But there is a special reason for my 
interest, because I believe I have actu- 
ally seen King Solomon’s Mines and I 
hope that before many months have 
passed I may also discover the emerald 
mines of the Queen of Sheba. 

Thereby hangs a tale, When you 
read these lines I shall be trying to 
provide it with a sequel—a sequel to an 
adventure which began in the heart of 
Ethiopia five years ago. 

I had always wanted to explore 
Ethiopia, the land from which the 
ancient Egyptians recruited their end- 
less slave caravans -for the building of 
their own glorious temples, palaces and 
tombs, and the land which still, at 
least in 1934, was a hunting ground for 
modern slave traders. 


Archeeologically there were many 


good reasons for an expedition into this 
country, which has since become part 
of the new Italian “ Empire.” 

I would not say that I actually set 
out to find King Solomon’s Mines, but 
legend “placed” them in this district, 
and we certainly did hope to find valu- 
able “races of an ancient civilisation 
and, pessibly, some of those old gold 
workings from which it had drawn its 
wealth, 

We set out, therefore, in 1984, to enter 
Ethiopia, or Abyssinia, by the “ back 
door”; that is to say, through the 
Southern Sudan. 

_ There were ten of us in this party, 
including myself, and among them 
were the redoubtable Captain Hillier, 
Dr. P. Chadourne, Mr. Ellsworth-Browne 
and M, Bertrand de Jouvenal, who had 
spent many years sailing the Red Sea. 

At Kurmuk, the southernmost out- 
post of British territory, we were lucky 
enough to engage a guide whom I will 
call “ Pastolini,” though that was not 
his real name. 

We. were warned that he had seen 
the inside of several jails, but, as

against this, he seemed 
to speak every dialect 
of Sudan and Ethiopia 
fluently and had an 
intimate knowledge of

both countries, and 
that was “character” 
enough for our pur- 
poses. 

It was Pastolini, in- 
deed, who quickened 
our interest in the 
legend of King 
Solomon’s Mines. 

“I have discovered, 
Count,” he told me at 
Kurmuk, “that secret 
consignments of gold 
arrive here from time 
to time.

Indeed, the Emperor had promised to 
send an escort to meet us when we 
reached a certain point in the interior 
at a pre-arranged time and we were 
quite prepared, at all events to begin 
with, to follow any route in that 
general direction, 


Caravan Route 


In a few days’ time one of these sup- 
posedly gold-bearing caravans did 
arrive in Kurmuk and, soon after it 
had started back again, our own 
expedition set out on its trail and 
followed it for three days into very wild, 
but magnificently picturesque country. 

I did not then attach any great 
importance to keeping touch with the 
gold caravan itself, but all of us were 
deeply interested in the fact that we 
seemed to he following an age-old 
caravan route. 

Fanciful though it may seem, I think 
it more than likely that this very trail 
was in use thousands of years ago and 
may, indeed, have been trodden by the 
servants of the Queen of Sheba herself 
when they penetrated the fastnesses of 
Ethiopia in search of slaves and gold ! 

For it should be remembered that the 
mines called “ King Solomon’s” origin- 
ally belonged to Sheba’s Queen. 

On the morning of the fourth day the 
“gold caravan” was on the trail again 
sooner than ourselves. When we came 
up to its cold fires we saw that, a little 
farther on, the trail swung round a 
sharp corner into a deep valley. 

Far below us, working like ants, were 
hundreds and hundreds of natives— 
men, women and even children—and 
through our glasses we could see that 
overseers, armed with great whips, 
walked among them and drove them 
to their toil. 

From where we stood the ground fell 
away in a series of terraces to a deep 
valley, through which a. wide stream 
flowed. This we knew from our maps

long since worked out, it 
may be, or still yielding gold 
to this day, are the far-famed 
mines of King Solomon. 


OUNT BYRON DE 
PROROK, the archeologist 
and explorer, believes that he 
has actually discovered these 


of his fascinating reminiscences, 
he recounts the strange adven- 
ture that brought him at last to 
immensely ancient gold work- 
ings in the heart of Ethiopia 
and is prompting him now to 
undertake another and 
more romantic quest. 
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and, in this instalment 
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viewed our arrival with suspicion and 
dislike. 

We kept at some distance from all 
the working parties, but nothing short 
of armed force could’ then have 
deterred us from exploring some of 
those ancient caverns. 

The caves we did enter seemed to 
have been abandoned by the miners, 
but they bore unmistakable signs of 
having once been worked by the 
ancient Egyptians. One iarge rock had 
a battle scene carved upon it, such as 
I have seen in Libyan rock drawings. 
Another bore a distinctly Egyptian 
figure, and on still another there was 
an ‘Amharic inscription and a ram’s 
head. 

We found several inscriptions in a 
language unknown to us. We photo- 
graphed the stones bearing these in- 
scriptions and, according to Oriental 
scholars who studied them later, they 
were in ancient Sheban! 


Ancient Workings 


The rock itself was richly auriferous, 


‘and I have no doubt that these caves 


were in fact part of the- extremely 
ancient gold workings which must have 
existed in King Solomon’s time. They 
may have been, indeed, the very mines 
of the ancient legend. 

As we emerged from one of these 
caves, all of us talking excitedly, a very 
old Ethiopian—perhaps a cook in the 
mining camp—came up to me and 
made- signs that he had something to 
“ trade.” 

We gave him a clasp knife and a 
bottle of brandy and, in exchange, he 
tipped into my palm half a dozen rough 
emeralds of a pecultar colour. 

They were of no great size or quality, 
but they fascinated me because they 
were exactly like other emeralds found 
in the tomb of Tutankhamen! 

Unfortunately we were unable to pro- 
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lonz our stay in this region of immense 
archeeological interest. In a few days’ 
time we were due at Abu Moti, four | 
days’ march away, to meet the escort 
promised us by the Emperor. 

This was an appointment that had to 
be kept, and seemed the more urgent) 
when Pastolini told us that night that | 
Ghogoli was returning from a Slave-| 
raiding expedition and that messengers 
had been sent to warn him of our | 
intrusion ! | 

We had no wish whatever to await 
his arrival; indeed, we hastened on our 
way and reached Abu Moti on the even- | 
ing of the third day instead of thel 


i 
fourth. There we pitched camp on a 


small hill outside the village. _— 

No escort arrived next morning, but | 
Ghogoli did—and at the head of a 
numerous armed band! We had taken 
our precautions and turned our camp 
into a sort of “laager” and our rifles 
were ready for any attack. 


Flag of Truce 


Instead of attacking, however, the old 
chieftain sent us a messenger under a 
fiag of truce to find out what our busi- 
ness was and by what right we were | 
travelling in that country. 

We gave him the necessary answers, 
stressing the fact that we were even 
then awaiting the arrival of an escort 
from the Emperor. The messenger went | 
back with these, but a little later 
Ghogoli’s son rode out to us on a wiry 
little Arab pony. 

“My father,” he said curtly, “ will 
wait here ten days to see if you have 
told the truth. If an escort comes for 
you, it is well; if not, then on your 
own heads be it!” 

He drew a brown hand sharply 
across his throat in significant com- 
mentary and then turned and ee 
away. 

We decided that there was nothing) 
to be done but wait! Had we attempted 
to strike camp, we should certainly 
have been attacked, and, in the open, 
we should have stood no chance at all 
against those savage warriors. 


Escort Arrives 


Eight days—longer than any others I 
can remember—dragged by while we 
remained constantly on the alert in 
that miserable camp, and Ghogoli’s 
men were equally on the watch. 

On the ninth day old Ghogoli him- 
self paid us a state visit and expressed 
his regrets for our unceremonious re- 
ception ! 

Apparently the old scoundrel had 
sent on a messenger of his own who 
had confirmed our story. 

But, although we were left free there- 
after to go and come, all our move- 
ments were still watched until the 
escort itself arrived three days later. 

And even then it was clear that our 
continued presence in that neighbour- 
hood was undesired. We were, more- 
over, drawing near to the rainy season 
and. so, reluctantly, we resumed our 
march and went on with our escort to 
Addis Ababa. 

Our expedition had not been in vain, 
but it left me dissatisfied and deeply 
curious. For I am convinced that 
somewhere among those hills near the 
source of the Werka Werka River some- 
body will one day discover, perhaps not 
far from “ King Solomon’s Mines,” the 
emerald mines of Sheba’s Queen. 

I hope that “somebody” may be 
myself.

Now, another of Britain’s undesirables 
is somewhere on the high seas, having 
adopted a “Yard” suggestion that he 
should take a one-way voyage for the 
good of his health. 

Day after day, in recent weeks, dur- 
ing a new war on white-slave traffickers, 
“Yard” officers have been rounding up 
men and women who batten on the 
nightly earnings of girls they have 
lured to London. 

Where prosecutions have been im- 
possible owing to the difficulty of secur- 
ing evidence connecting the traffickers 
with their victims, hints to go have 
usually proved effective. 


- LURED TO LONDON 


Until recently, the majority of the girls 
recruited for the traffic were imported 
from the Continent, but now girls and 
young women of British birth are mostly 
in demand. 

They are often obtained by means of 
speciously worded advertisements for 
domestic “ helps.” Light work, high 
wages and liberal outings — the princi- 
pal inducements held out 

Once in London, these Ara A are treated 
well, but the “ employers” see to it that 
they quickly meet men who introduce 
them to the gay life of the West End. 

As the acquaintance ripens, the male 
decoys gradually insinuate that the girls 
are foolish to work for so many hours 
for comparatively little money when 
they could have a much better time if 
they only cared to adopt it. 

In the majority of cases these methods 
succeed sooner or later, and so another 
recruit is enlisted for London’s under- 
world, and, as often as not, Scotland 
Yard has to add another to its lengthy 
list of missing girls. 


SPREAD-OVER SCHOOL ° 
HOLIDAYS HITCH 


Problem of “ spreading over” school 
summer holidays is still a long way from 
solution, states a report of the L.C.C. 
Education Committee. 

Among suggestions under considera- 
tion for secondary schools is one of clos- 
ing the schools during July and August 
instead of August and September. If 
this were adopted, a week’s holiday 
would be given at the end of October. 

Another suggestion is that summer 
holidays should be lengthened at the 
eee of Christmas and Easter vaca- 
ions.

ORE than a hundred veterans 

were present at the suffrage 
anniversary dinner, and among them 
were Several demure old ladies in black 
lace, who looked as though they could 
have stepped right into the part of any 
sweet, silver-haired mother of the films. 


But they were real fighters in their 
youth. They did many foolish things, 
and some that were worse than foolish. 
No zeal for social reform justifies an 
attack upon society itself and some of 
the early suffragettes forgot this. 


Your correspondent admires them for 
what they believed rather than for 
what they did. Moreover he remembers 
that they were’ often more sinned 
against than sinning. 


Hooligans broke up their lawful 
meetings. Stupid, ordinary men and 
women shouted them down out of sheer 
prejudice. Unimaginative and stub- 
born politicians would not give them a 
hearing and sometimes the police used 
them roughly before they had caused 
any real obstruction, 


But they would not give in. They 
believed passionately in the justice cf 
their cause and they preached it in 
season and out of season. 


People said they forgot their sex and 
their dignity. Perhaps; but in the end 
they got the vote. Othér people de- 
clared that they were alienating their 
friends Possibly; but they won the 
franchise. 


And many people still argue that

LL of us have been far too 

patient about unemployment. 
The figures for January show an in- 
crease of 207,654 over the December 
total, and now, for the first time in 
three years, there are again more than 
two million men and women out of 
work in this country.

The frauds had been going on 
for five years before the attention 
of the police was drawn to the 
gang’s activities, but it was only 
in the last eighteen months that 
British firms were duped. 

Accounts show that in the past 
eighteen months they imported from 
Britain goods valued at close on 
£3,000,000, for which not a penny 
was paid. The British firms even 
paid the duty on the goods in most 
cases.

The gang quickly disposed of their'| 


imports at bargain prices, and snapped 
their fingers at the firms when payment 
was demanded. 

One of their most audacious sidelines 
was the establishing of a debt-collecting 
agency which got into touch with the 
victimised firms and offered its services 
on very attractive terms. 

Once commissioned, the defrauded 
firms were kept quiet with tales of legal 
formalities that had to be complied with 
before the debts could be collected. 

In some cases, the gang represented 
that the goods ordered were to fulfil a 
contract for the French Government, 
and this claim was supported by what 
appeared to be genuine documents from 
French Government departments.

Horses do win over the Rowley mile 
when starting from the outside position, 
but I have yet to see one win the 
Carholme handicap when drawing such 
a low number as 2, which was the posi- 
tion from which Galsonia started. 


* 

ALMOST without exception the Lincoln- 

shire winners come from the middle 
of the course or from a high number posi- 
tion on the stands side. reason being that 
there is an “ elbow ” in the conformation 
of the track soon after the start, and, with 
the field making a bee line for this slight 
bend, those animals on the inside invari- 
ably get shut out. 


x 

MVH has been done to remedy this 
defect in a so-called straight mile, 

but the fact remains that the “ elbow ” is 

still there, which to a great extent makes 

the race a lottery. 


I THINK Galsonia would have started 
first favourite last March if he had 
secured a double-figure draw. As it was 
Jim Russell’s horse went out four points 
in the betting the moment the draw was 
known, and, but for his being heavily 
backed the night before the race, he would 
aa have been at longer odds than 
o 8. 


* 
TJOMAHA, I fancy, was beaten in the 
Cambridge because his jockey had to 
plough a lonely furrow with nothing 
within yards to race against. 

It does make a difference to a jockey’s 
judgment of pace if other animals are 
racing up alongside. Still. with a rider 
of Gordon Richards’ judgment in the 
saddle, I am inclined not to over-estimate 
the question of luck in the Cambridge- 
shire when reckoning up Domaha’s chance 
at Lincoln. 


* 
ONE thing seems certain. The weights 
for the Lincolnshire are going up at 
least 2 lb. at the acceptance stage on 
Tuesday, and they may go up 4 lb. if 
Manorite is withdrawn. The owner of the 
top-weight, Hot Bun II, has already said 
that he thinks his horse is overweighted. 
and I take that as meaning he won't 
accept with the numeral animal. 
If Manorite and Hot Bun II go out 
Domaha will be on the 9 st. mark, together 
with Agincourt and Zoltan. 


* 
RAISING of the weights is often an 
_ advantage to trainers of the 6 st. 
division, for they can then engage stronger 
riders than ordinarily would haye been 
the case, but it cuts both ways. 

I would sooner back a horse originally 
weighted at 9 st. than one that has got to 
the top of the handicap by a readjustment 
of the imposts. 


* 
DCRIGEN won the Lincolnshire with 
9 st. 1 lb. in 1933. and Flamenco 
with 1 lb. less two years later, but I doubt 
whether Agincourt, Zoltan or Domaha is 
in the same class as that pair. 
Lincolnshire winners are found among 
the 7 st. and g st. divisions, which means 
that the race is not taken as a rule by a 
top-notch horse 


* 
FITNESS is the thing that counts on the 
Carholme, which is one reason why 
I believe that the backer who waits until 
a few days before the race before strik- 
ing a bet is more likely to alight on the 
winner in one “ pop.” 

Thus he has the advantage of knowing 
about the latest trials and gallops. and 
is in a better position to gauge the full 
strength of the market. ; 


* 
FARLY plans with Lincolnshire horses 
often. go astray, owing to some 
eleventh hour mishap, or to a forced 
interruption in an animal’s preparation. 
I could name several candidates in recent 
years that were genuinely fancied a month

before the race, but something happened 
to damp the ardour of the connections. 


When things go right a trainer can 
afford to be a cock-a-hoop, and if nothing 
goes wrong to disturb his equilibrium ne 
can indeed consider himself a lucky man. 


* 
HE may .uave been paying particular 
attention to a horse that has already 
proved itself a spring performer, when it 
Suddenly goes “short” in a gallop. If 
it is not actually lame on examination the 
trainer is left bs ga paws whether further 
trouble is going to develop in the form of 
a slight sprain, possibly caused by a blow. 
Have you ever noticed trainers critically 
examining their charges’ legs after a race? 
Such practice seems force of habit. An 
animal’s legs are the bane of the trainer's 
existence. They are always liable to give 
way, not because the gallops are brick 
hard, but sometimes when the turf is fet- 
lock deep. * 


A HORSE may make a poor show in a 
gallop, and repeat the performance at 
the next attempt. The trainer then 
begins to wonder whether he has over- 
rated it. Another may go like the wind at 
home, but as soon as he gets on a race- 
course he becomes a sluggard. 

That is the type of animal no trainer 
wants to house; it’s the fellows that do it 
in public that bring home the corn. The 
good, game, generous horse can always 
defy the handicapper, but the one that 
appears to have a stone in hand is more 
often than not a doubtful contingency for 
a gamble. = 


At this by way of a preamble; it does 
not help us, PIH admit, in trying to 
find the Lincolnshire winner, and that, I 
take it, is the main objective of every 
racing scribe in the country at the 
moment. : 

To you who may be inclined to butt in 
with a bet on one of the front rankers, in 
the wagering that has already taken place 
on the race, I am not going to say 
“Don’t.” , If I did, I doubt whether it 
would make the slightest difference, for 
every backer should have the courage of 
his, or her, own convictions. 

* 

THERE are occasions when a certain 

horse seems to stick out a mile long 
before the date of the race in which it is 
to run. You get a “hunch” for it, and 
feel tempted to take the odds, especially 
if they seem generous. That is the time 
to risk a bit in the hope of a big gain for 
a smallish outlay, 

In writing about future events on this 
page I have, sometimes got such a 
“hunch” and have not hesitated to put 
the animal up in black type. Punch for 
the Cesarewitch was a case in point. 
Speaking from memory, I cottoned on to 
Galsonia for the “ Lincoln ” last year only 
a few days before the Lincoln, when I re- 
ceived the necessary encouragement from 
the right quarter. 


At the moment I have no “hunch” for 
any horse in the Carholme handicap, 
but I certainly think Galsonia is worth 
backing for a trifle at the present odds— 
22 to 1. Davy Doolittle also is a sporting 
bet at “ twenty-fives.” 
Apart from this pair, I am favourably 
inclined towards Domaha and Agincourt, 
but in the case of the last named I feel

Debit from that the £11,000 they paid for 
Cheetham and Boulter, plus the odd £7,000 
they planked down for full-back Gorman, 
from Bury, and you get £18,000—and a 
good idea of the high finance that has been 
going on in the Brentford boardroom, 

I admire this spirit. That is why I hope 
this won't read too much like an obituary 
notice. For a number of reasons, senti- 
mental and otherwise, I should hate to 
think that, on Wednesday, I watched Aston 
Villa strike Brentford out of the First 
Division, It looked NEARLY as bad as that, 

Never before, at this stage of the cam- 
paign, have Brentford been forced to fight 
tooth and nail to stave off relegation. 
Never, during the past eight years, have 
they figured at the bottom of any division 
—First, Second or Third (South). They 
have always been too busy fighting for 
championships. ; 

Against Villa, Brentford’s wing-halves 
were bad, The forwards never had a 
chance. Especially Boulter and Cheetham, 
Joe James, still a > aap pivot, was over- 
worked. Brentford, in fact, were full of 
flaws in defence—especially along the left 
flank. On this showing their defence is 
woeful, and 56 goals lost in 26 games tells 
its own sad tale. Seems as if they need 
half-backs as well, 

Meanwhile, T am inclined to think 
that the “ Bees’” sharp decline has a lot 
to do with boils—the boils that put 
Jack Holliday in hospital before Christ- 
mas and robbed the club of his cool

FEW weeks back colleague 

“Long Acre” panned Aston 
Villa after their gladiatorial Cup 
battle at Ipswich.
